His attempt, how­ 
ever, was unsuccessful, because of the 
timely action «»f Mrs. Kahr. 
Mr. and Mrs. Kahr live on the farm 
J belonging to ( 'harles Vogel, which is 
located about four miles east of tills 
city. 
She was walking along the 
public road 
on her way to Oscar 
Carter's home when met by her as­ 
sailant. 
As she reared a small bridge 
which spans a 
little stream, 
she 
noticA d that a man 
was approaching 
her and that he walked rapidly until 
he reached the bridge where he stopped. 
When Mrs. Kahr walked 
upon the 
bridge he rushed at lier anil 
seized 
her. 
She screamed and as she did so 
the ruffian released his hold 
upon her 
\ and she ran to a neigbooring farm 
house and gave the alarm. 
Her a s­ 
sailant immediately ran int > a nearby 
woods. 
The farmers in tile 
vicinity 
were quickly notified and a number of 
men led by lier husband, Fred Kahr, 
gave chase, but the man could not is* 
found. 
The Seymour police who were 
asked to assist in capturing the man 
have been endeavoring to locate him. 
Chief Moritz went out to the Kahr 
home Friday afternoon to get the de­ 
tails of the attack 
Mrs. 
Kahr was 
able to give a minute description of 
her assailment and said sin? would 
recognize him if she saw 
him again. 
She described him as a white man, of 
medium height and of a rough ap­ 
pearance. 
His clothes were old 
and 
dirty and 
he wore 
a slouch had. 
Several suspicious 
characters have 
been reported but none of them proved 
to he the guilty party. 
About 8 o'clock Saturday morning 
word 
was 
received 
th at 
Anthony 
Haskett of Redding township, was 
guarding a man titling the description

< 'hief Moritz was<lriven to the 
place in an automobile by Clarence 
Spear, but the suspeeteu man was not

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Washington, Oct. 30— It has been 
learned at the state department that 
the provisional government recently 
established iii Nicaragua by Juan J 
Estrada will proclaim the independ- 
ence of the Atlantic States of Nicara­ 
gua as a separate republic. 
The new 
republic win comprise all the terri­ 
tory now held by the revolutionists. 
if this program is carried into effect 
President Zelaya will b ■ allowed to 
remain in control of the remaining 
territory of Nicaragua with his capi 
tai at Mantua, the present capital of 
the republic. 
While the 
state 
de­ 
partment officials are maintaining an 
absolutely neutral attitude, they look 
with disfavor upon any arrangement 
which 
will allow' 
Zelaya 
to 
retain 
power in Central American politics. 
In any event his influence will be 
greatly reduced, but they prefer his 
elimination from the field of Central 
American polities. 
On the whole, the situation in Cen­ 
tral America is far from satisfactory 
to officers of the state department, 
who are interested

peace between the Latin American re­ 
publics. 
It is generally admitted that 
the elimination of Zelaya from Cen­ 
tral American politics will clear the 
atmosphere considerably.

It is, in truth, only through our recognition 
of physical backsliding that we can explain the origin 
of many typical states arui conditions of animal and 
plant species. 
Take, for example, the case of "para­ 
sites.” 
A parasite everybody recognizes as aa animal 
or plant which lives at the expense of another living 
being, animal, or plant, as the case may be. Some ani­ 
mal parasites infest neighbor animals; others sponge 
upon plants, to use the schoolboy’s expression; while 
plants, in turn, may be parasitic either on other plants 
or upon animals. 
The moment an animal or plant takes to parasitism, 
degeneration sets in. 
It has to pay the penalty of an 
easy and inglorious life, for the parasite Tfua ever been 
regarded as the type of all that Is mean and low. 
Xii- 
lure exacta the penalty of idleness and indolence in de­ 
priving the parasite in time of its structures essential 
to a healthy existence. 
If it has no need to forage for 
food it will have no need of organs to procure nutri­ 
ment. 
Hence feelers and Jaws will disappear, and as 
it may feed on the food prepared by its host for the 
latter*# own use—being a boarder as wadi as lodger— 
its digestive organs will similarly decline 
Being fixed 
on Its host, its legs or other locomotor organs will de­ 
generate; and, aa it has no need of sense organs, eyes 
and eats will vanish awav.
